pretend  to  say  that  Bigland  was 
faultless.

True  patriotism  was  based,  he 
i  .said,  not  on  thinking  one's  coimtry 
better  than  all  others,  but  it  was 
based  on  the  tiiought  "What  do  I 
owe  my  country?"  He  recattod  wixat 
England  had  [^ven  lilm  to  the  way 
of  his  first  home,  his  start  in  educa- 
tion, and  In  hl.^  training  In  sports 
and  the  playloK  of  <rUkrt  tn  more 
than  the  .sport  .sph.sp  alone,  in  liter- 
ature aJid  the  church.  He  owed  so 
murh  that  he  felt  that  he  had  a 
k:r<  a'  debt  to  repay,  at  least  In  pert. 
WhUe  he  could  not  do  that  In  Eng- 
land, he  could  attempt  it  in  Can- 
ada. It  was  a  duty  to  try  to  make 
Canada  a  belter  plaee.  Patriotism 
did  not  consist  of  shouting  loudly: 
"Ood  Save  the  King,"  but  was  based 
In  service  to  the  paust. 

Dealing:  with  th<*  characteristics 
of  EnRllshmeu.  he  .said  these  wen- 
characteristic  likewise  of  St.  George 
as  known  to  us.  Englishmen  dis- 
Uked  to  parade  their  deepest  fed- 
tngSr  The  angllshman  grumbled 
when  tilings  went  weH  and  showed 
at  his  best  when  things  were  bad. 

'rhi."i  i.va  rh.'iracteri.stlc  Of  St 
(Jrorv',  who  w:us  a  plain  soldier, 
I'arfnthetlcally,  m<  *' ;u  .-aid  that 
he  did  not  care  wiiuther  at.  George 
lived  or  not.  One  thing  was  cer- 
tain: his  spirit  bved,  and  it  waa  this 
that  was  eharaeterlstle  hi  tbe  ftag- 
Usb  people. 

DIfc  FOR  IDhAI. 
St.  George  appealed  to  English- 
men because  lie  had  been  a  plain 
UDftetendlat  man  «ta»  bkad  to  do 
his  duty  and  waa  prepared  to  die  for 
an  Ideal.  Hie  Bagllshmaa  was 
painted  as  a  utilitarian.  Tiiere  was 
another  side  to  the  one  exemplified 
in  John  Bull,  who  was  c(mii  <-rncd  In 
commerclaJLsni.  ThL^  wa.s  a  i>pinluaJ 
side,  which  wa.s  ilhrst rated  by  the 
speaker  in  the  story  of  the  filling  of 
an  order  for  goods  placed  in  Eng- 
land from  Australia  a  few  days  be- 
fore the  war  broke  out.  It  was  im- 
possible to  fill  the  order  as  the  works 
were  rsQUired  for  war  ptirposes. 
After  the  AraUstloe  was  aiipMd  the 
goods  wsnt  forward  in  due  eeurse, 
but  the  prlee  appearing  on  the  in- 
voice was  the  low  one  prevailing 
when  the  order  was  placed. 

That  tradition  ftlll  h*ld  good  with 
■iglishmen.  The  typical  English- 
man waa  an  IdealUt.  He  was  a 
mystle  to  as  far  as  he  sensed  the 
value  ef  tbe  uaeeen  aad  tha  splrit- 
4ul.  Re  was  an  ldsaM»t  deseended 
from  a  ra  f  of  .sea  rovcr.s. 

Tlir  .siK  likcr  corrected  the  Idea 
that  EnglLslunen  never  chanRcd. 
They  did  change,  but  they  did  not 
change  every  minute.  The  charac- 
teristic ot  tbe  race  might  be  de- 
sertbed  as  'Vsotttialtir  with  chanfee." 

On  the  conehisloc  of  the  addre.v!. 
Rev  Montague  Bruce,  the  chairman, 
jmld  a  compliment  to  the  address 
whlrh  they  had  b^rn  prlvlle(»cd  to 
hear  Tliry  wov  all  proud  nf  the 
heritage  which  was  theirs  and  the 
address  of  Dean  Quainton  would 
long  be  rememberod,  lie  aaid.

In  con- 
nection with  the  weekly  leave,  time 
off,  equal  to  one  day  of  twenty- 
four  houra,  free  from  the  ship  Is 
asked  f  or  to  bO  granted  the  masters 
aad  malii  at  the  eaaa^l'a  home  port 
Owtat  to  ttm  i^gqulrsBwnta  of  the 
business  in  iMUb  tugboats  are  en- 
gaged. It  would  not  be  imperative 
that  time  be  allowed  every  seven 
day.i,  but.  when  conveniently  pos- 
sible during  the  time  boats  are  in 
their  home  ports  or  when  laid  up 
for  overhaul  or  other  reaisons.  The 
balance  of  daya  of  weekly  leave  not

Year  aftet  i 
year  the  importance  of  tho  match 
becomes  too  much  for  tho  fdaj^rs 
when  the  day  arrives.  It  is  the 
"now  or  never"  asp."ct.  of  the  game 
which  produces  the  .spell.  In  the 
league  champion.shi|)  a  match  may 
be  lo.st  and  the  po.sition  recovered 
the  following  week.  There  Is  no 
next^  week  at  Wembley.  One  slip 
and  ihe  great  ambitions,  the  great 
achlevemonts  of  past  rounds,  are 
wiped  out.  As  a  team  wins  through 
round  after  round  the  fear  of 
mahing  an  ultimate  slip  becomes 
proportionately  greater.  The  possi- 
bility of  b?lng  robbed  of  t|ie  prize 
after  having  traveled  .so  far  on  the 
long  and  weary  road  plays  havoc 
with  the  nerve.s  of  the  phtyers.
